OTTAWA, Feb. 11.—Inadequacy 
and insufficiency of audits by 
some provincial officials and the 
bookkeeping systems of some of 
the provinces were stressed by 
Georges Gonthier, auditor general, 
in his report for the last fiscal 
year tabled Monday in the House 
of Commons, 

Special examinations of relief ac 
counts for provincial expenditures 
had been made in Ontario, Quebec, 
Alberta, Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan and in each case it was shown 
the fedéral government had shared 
expenditures not justified by the 
federal-provincial agreements, 
auditor general reported 


RECOVERIES MADE 

As a result of the examinations 
in five provinces adjustments and 
recoveries of expenditures inad- 
missable for federal contribution 
had been made and others were in 
prospect, Mr. Gonthier stated, “Some 
provinces, however, are seemingly 
unconcerned by my recommenda- 
tions concerning refunds, having 
failed to give effect to them.” 

Inadequacy of staff and lack of 
proper supervision of provincial re- 
lief accounting by federal officials 
and. the fact provinces did not act 
promptly on his reports presented a 


difficulty, the report said. A re- 
quest to the treasury board for ad- 
ditions and rearrangement of the 
auditor general's staff in order to 
perform the audits of relief ac- 
counts of provinces and municipali- 
ties, had remained unanswered, it 


declared.

In Liquor Business 


Future enforcement of the Ale 
berta Liquor Act by Edmonton city 
police will be carried out accord- 
ing to the Appeal Court decision 
in the case of Detective Sergeant 
Bert Petheram, and the police will 
no longer attempt to buy liquor 
through third parties in order to 
make their case stand, declared 
Chief of Police A. G. Shute today. 

According to police officers the 
decision will make their work of 
enforcing the liquor act more dif- 
ficult,-but they are bound by the 
terms of the Appeal Court decis- 
ion 

“The inevitable result of this case 
is that legislation will be passed 
to protect officers when the method 
of illegal purchase is resorted to 
in enforcing the liquor act,” Mag- 
istrate A. H. Gibson said. 

“I took the stand that the of- 
ficers were already immune and 
did nvt need any new legislation,” 
the magistrate said. 


NOT SERIOUS PLEA 

“How can officers secure irrefut- 
able evidence of illegal traffic in 
liquor or narcotics except by mak 
ing purchases?” Mr. Gibson asked. 
“Guilty persons sometimes make 
the plea that this encourages crime, 
that the police purchaser places 
temptation in their way. That is 
not a serious argument. They 
would not be in a position to yield 
to temptation if they were not in 
the business. 

“This is a necessary business and 
is an efficient method of enforcing 
the law.” 

Sergeant Petheram will appear 
shortly before Magistrate Gibson 
for conviction and sentence on the 
charge of illega! purchese 
Triumph Will Be

HOG MARKET 
IS EXPANDING 


Hogs marketed by Alberta farm- 
ers in the last three years reached 
the large total of $15,000,000 a year 
and if this continues, this province 
should soon lead the Dominion in 
swine production. These figures are 
contained in the annual report of 
the provincial agricultural depart- 
ment, tabled in the legislature by 
Hon. W. N. Chant, minister in 
charge. 

A slight reduction is predicted in 
the number of hogs marketed in the 
current year, due to heavy frost 
which affected the grain crop of 
practically the whole central and 
northern sections of the province, 
rendering thousands of acres of crop 
useless for feed purposes 

Alberta farmers who continued 
raising of hogs in 1935 found this 
class of livestock to be the most pro- 
fitable on the list. With low prices 
in coarse grains and good prices re- 
ceived for hogs, farmers are finding 
it more profitable to feed their 
grains to the livestock .ather than 
to deliver them to the clevators.

SCHOOL DEFAULT 


Total unpaid arrears of Alberta 
school districts in default as at Dec. 
31 last amounted to $187,301 and 
payments of arrears amounted to 
$99,244, according to the annual re- 
port of the Board of Public Utilities 
Commissioners, tabled in the legis- 
lature. 

It is set forth that 90 districts 
paid off their arrears’in full, while 
149 others made payments on ac- 
count. 

In all 153 districts are recorded 
where no payments were made, or 
from which no report was received. 

The report also shows that the 
total amount of municipal district 
indebtedness in default last year 
was $3,670, of which apparently $2,- 
270 was paid. Indebtedness of vil- 
lages was shown as $1,397, of which 
all but $300 was reported paid.

Anxious to study Alberta Social Credit with 
the view of supporting it, if it seemed sound, 
I went to the Social Credit headquarters on 
Jasper Avenue and purchased the official lit- 
erature of the Party. These included the little 
blue Manual by Wm. Aberhart, B.A., which 
| cost me ten cents, and a “Lecture Re Social 
Credit, delivered by J. H. Unwin, at Westgrove, 
Edmonton, May 10, 1935” for which the sales 
‘clerk charged me 25 cents. The J. H. Unwin 
who delivered the lecture as part of the official 
propaganda of the Alberta Social Credit Party, 
is the same J. H. Unwin who now sits as mem- 
ber for Edson. 

A perusal of the Lecture clears up many of 
the misconceptions that have arisen. The truth 
is that Mr. Unwin promised $25 a month, but 
said it was not definitely guaranteed. The sen- 
tence reads like a guarantee that it would not 
be less than $25. Here are his words (page 16 
of the Lecture): 

“Now to give the bare necessities of life 
we propose to pay everyone $25.00 per month.

The Province is rich 
enough now to give you $100 a month to start 
with.” e 


The reason why Mr. Unwin and his political 
associates decided not to give us $100 a month 
to start with, is explained. It is from motives 
of prudery. He is afraid of the scenes of nudism 
that would follow in all the stores, if they were 
to give us $100 a month, Here are the exact 

words in which Mr, Unwin states the problem 
in the official literature. He says: 

“The Province is wealthy enough now to 
give you $100 a month to start with, but it 
would never do; if you imagine Social Credit 
starting and giving the citizens that much, it 
would tend to drive the merchants crazy. 

“Can you picturize the first dividend? 
Now listen; you picturize it. Here’s a store— 
the shelves al] empty, the storekeeper stand- 
ing in the middle of the tore, nothing left but 
his B.V.D’s.

Secondary Anemia 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Your blood contains approximately thirty 
thousand billions of red blood cells, it is said. 
One of the important duties of the red cell is 


to cafry oxygen from the lungs to the tissues 
all over the body. The extraordinary power of 
the red blood cell to absorb oxygen is given 
it by a special substance it 
contains, called hemoglobin. 
Hemoglobin is the coloring 
matter which makes the red 
blood cell red and contains 
iron. When the red blood 
cells are reduced in number, 
the patient is said to have 
anemia. Usually, there is a 
corresponding reduction in 
hemoglobin at the same time. 

Two important types of 
anemia are known: pernicious 
Secondary 
anemia is the most common disorder of the 
blood and may be associated with many abnor- 
mal conditions. It is only natural that, when 
a disorder exists somewhere in the body, that 
the blood will also suffer. This is most true 
when the disease brings about some interfer- 
ence with nutrition so that the blood-making

anemia and secondary anemia. 


~parts are cut off from getting all of the elements 


needed, or are prevented from using some ele- 
ment, such as iron, in making new, healthy 
blood cells. 

A partial list of some of the causes of chronic 
secondary anemia includes: lack of the right 
kind of food; a disorder which prevents the 
normal assimilation of food; continued loss of 
blood; tapeworm; rheumatic fever in children; 
and the presence of pus pockets. Probably the 
principal cause of secondary anemia is incorrect 
diet and the patient who subsists on irregular, 
haphazard meals consisting largely of refined 
foods and lacking in vegetables is the one most 
likely to develop secondary anemia. By some 
observers, this type of anemia has been called 
“nutritional anemia” meaning that type result- 
ing from faulty nutrition. Lack of sunshine, 
insufficient sleep, and constipation also play a 
part in producing secondary anemia. 

Many patients jump to the conclusion that 
they are anemic because they are pale, have a 
poor appetite, are listless, or develop what they 
term a “run-down condition.” Such conclusions 
are incorrect as often as they are right and the 
only way to be definitely sure that anemia is 
present is to have a blood test made. A test 
made on healthy blood will show that there 
are present about five million red blood cells 
and about six thousand, five hundred white 
blood cells. In secondary anemia, the white 
blood cells will be increased above the normal 
figure whereas the red blood cells will be de- 
creased, being below the normal. Secondary 
anemia may be slight or severe, depending 
upon the reduction in red cells which is found. 

I have found that it is possible to bring about 
a noticeable improvement in the blood condi- 
tion through placing the patient on a short fast 
of orange juice and laboratory tests made of the 
blood during the fasting period will show an 
increase in the number of red blood cells. At 
the same time, there usually occurs a reduction 
in the number of white blood cells, thus bring- 
ing about a more normal balance of the bjood 
corpuscles. The fast should be followed by a 
careful diet and the patient is to be instructed 
to correct all errers in living. There is no other 
disease in which fasting, diet, sunshine, fresh 
air and exercise will produce so rapid an im- 
provement in so short a time, as in secondary 
anemia. Of course, when definite pus pockets 
have formed and are known to be present, suit- 
able local treatment should be given.

Flashing red headlines are being 
scored across editions 1935 and 1936 
of publications of “World Progress” 
for a turning point has been reach- 
ed. Though the wheels of the 
League of Nations machinery turn 
slowly, they are surely working. 
Today 50 nations have co-operated 
in trying to prevent an aggressor 
from victimizing a weaker power. 
.«. Thus Mrs. Irene Parlby ad- 
dressed an open meeting of the 
League of Nations Society in St. 
Joseph's College om Monday eve- 
ning, summing authoritatively and 
concisely the world situation of 
which she has so clear a_ grasp. 
The combined qualities of womanly 
charm, good sense and uncrring 
judgment which Dr. R. C. Wallace 
attributed to her in his introduct- 
ory address, were most truly appre- 
ciated. 

Dwelling lightly on failures and 
weaknesses of the past, Mrs. Parl- 
by outlined a few “musts” for the 
future, if the collective peace sys- 
tem is to succeed. This “fight for 
right’ begins at home—it is the 
duty of the people of every nation 
to be unanimous in its demand that 
governments uphold the sacred 
covenant of the league, both in the 
letter and the spirit. 


DETECT AGGRESSORS 

Action against an aggressor must

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Good Tools In Kitchen 
Are Genuine Economy 


By MARY E. DAGUE 

A new year and time to take kit- 
chen inventory and to weed out the 
old and worthless, make way for 
the new and necessary. Tools wear 
out, fashions and methods change 
and improvements are constantly 
being made in the manufacture of 
kitchen wares. 
For the sake of 
both economy and 
efficiency, it's as 
necessary for the 
house keeper to 
have a full set of 
good = tools in 
good condition as 
it is for the car- 
penter and plum- 
ber.

NICKED KNIVES ARE WASTFUL 

A nicked or bent-edged paring 
knife is not only worthless but an 
actual waste in the kitchen. Re- 
place it with a good steel knife that 
will stand sharpening and then take 
care of it. A paring knife is a deli- 
cate tool and should never be used 


for scraping pots and pans nor for 
If a} 


prying off refractory lids. 
good price is paid for a stainless 
steel paring knife with a sharp, 
delicate edge designed especially 
for paring, the money is poorly in- 
vested unless intelligent care is 


given to the knife. Don't cut down 
on a hard surface with the knife. 
For example, when mincing pars- 
ley, put the parsley on a small 
board rather than on an old plate 
or saucer, 

A long, thin, case-knife with a 
round end is valuable for cutting 
butter, spreading sandwiches or 
toast, putting on some k‘nds of cake 
frostings and cleaning vegetables. 
Very often the stiffness of a case- 
knife makes it possible to loosen 
some tiny corner which has stuck in 
the cooking.

It also is con- 
venient to run around and under 
the contents of a mold,

When baking cookies, the spat- 
ula is handy to take them from 
the molding board and again from 
the baking sheet. Another use is 
spreading light, fluffy cake frosting. 

The fubber epatula will save 
many times ite cost because it helps 
you use up every bit of batter, 
frosting, pudding, omelet or any- 
thing that must be transferred from 
one container to another. 

A sharp, thin-bladed knife for 
cutting bread and cakes should be 
kept for those purposes only. This 
knife should never be kept with 
other knives and forks but placed 
where it will not be nicked or rub- 
bed to dull its edge. 

Wooden spoons for stirring are 
much more satisfactory than met- 
al ones for this purpose. Of course 
a big metal spoon is necessary for 
basting, but whenever a mixture 
must be stirred to make smooth 
by all means use a wooden spoon. 

With reasonable care good knives 
and other small utensils will last 
for years and add much*to the 
pleasure of cooking.

HIGH PRICES 
DRAW CATTLE 
TO SOUTHLAND 


Alberta Finds Excellent 
Market in United 
States 


High prices prevailing in the Un- 
ited States during 1935 resulted in 
Alberta stockmen shipping 39,528 
head of cattle across the interna- 
tional border, while in the same 
year, not one head was shipped to 
Great Britain, according to the an- 
nual report of the provincial agri- 
cultural department, tabled in the 
legislature by Hon. W. N. Chant, 
minister. 

It is pointed out that shipments to 
the U.S. practically ceased in 19332, 
and in the ensuing three years, 
strenuous efforts were made to de- 
velop the British market, and as a 
result from 1932 to 1934, inclusive, 
5,000 head were shipped to Britain, 
while only 126 head went to the U.S. 


SHOW INCREASE 


In the five-year period prior to 
1930, the average Alberta shipments 


to all markets was 192,450 head, and d 


during the years 1931-1934, inclu- 
sive, average shipments per year 
out of the province was 121,708. But 
in 1935 shipments took a sudden 
and most substantial increase, with 
the result that 214,821 head were 
shipped. 

The total export of Canadian cat- 
tle for the five years prior to the 
1930 tariff was 926,836 head and 
the total since raising the tariff 
was. 219,066 head. Alberta’s mar- 
keting of cattle for the year 1935 
total 20 per cent of the total for the 
whole Dominion of Canada. 

Pure bred cattle raising has be- 
come increasingly popular with 
farmers, as they believe it to be 
more remunerative than the raising 
of grade or commercial cattle. 
While pure-bred raisers are needed 
to produce sires for ranchers and 
smaller, the department states that 
there is a danger at present of men 
going into this business who have 
not the necessary qualifications or 
the financial backing to make it a 
success, with the result that a large 
number of common type animals 
are being offered for sale at the 
annual bull sales in this city and 
Calgary. 

BE CAREFUL 

The department feels that if 
there is to be any improvement in 
the quality of commercial cattle, 
more attention must be paid to the 

uality of the bulls used by pro- 
Pores of grade stock. 

There were 20,003 head of horses 
shipped from the province during 
the year and Alberta still leads the 
Dominion as the best exporting 
province in the Dominion. 

It is thought that if a good type 
of blocky horses from 1,300 pounds 
up, are raised, there would be a 
profitable market in the east for 
a long time.

After criticizing the Japanese | 
ambassador without mentioning him | © 
by name, and other Japanese au- 
thorities for statements explaining 
Japan’s Manchurian and naval pol- 
icies, Pittman concluded: 

DUTY TO DEFEND 

“By every obligation imposed up- 
on a government, it is our duty, 
in honor and i: good conscience, to 
defend and protect our citizens and 
those dependent upon us for protec- 
tion, not only in the far Pacific, 
but wherever they may be. 

“Apparently, this cannot be ac- 
complished by treaties, and if that 
be so, then there is only one an- 
swer, and that is dominating naval! 
and air forces.”

BEST WAY OUT 
OF DEPRESSION 


| Secretary of Dairy Council 


Points Way to 
Prosperity 


“In an attempt to find a way out 
of the depression the Canadian 
peop'e could do nothing better than 
to see to it that agriculture in Can- 
ada gets the proper support it 
deserves,” stated Allan C. Fraser, 
secretary of the National Deiry 
Council, Ottawa, formerly of Ed- 
monton, in an address delivered to 
the Kiwanis Club Monday noon at 
the Macdonald hotel. 

Taking as his subject the “Ro- 
mance of Dairying,” Mr. Fraser 
traced the development of the dairy 
industry and showed how it de- 
veloped from earliest times when 
tribal groups cared for their herds, 
until the present day, when pro- 
ducers, manufacturers, distributors 
and financial men combine to dis- 
tribute dairy products throughout 
the world. 


FIRST IMPORTANCE 

Turning his attention to Canada 
and the Canadian dairy industry, 
Mr. Fraser pointed out that dairy- 
ing is an national industry of first 
importance. 

“In Canada there are 3% million 
cows milked by 318,000 farmers. 
The revenue these farms receive is 
in excess of 250 million dollars a 


year.” 
‘There are dairy farmers in 
every province in Canada, Over 


a period of the the last five years 
revenue from milk and milk pro- 
ducts had exceeded the revenue 
from wheat in Canada by $122 mil- 
lion. Besides the farmers engaged 
in the industry there are 35,000 em- 
ployees in the distributing and 
manufacturing plants. The dairy 
industry accounts for 17 per cent 
of the population of Canada, and is 
important in every province in the 
Dominion,” Mr. Fraser stated. 

“Every day ohe million pounds of 
butter are used in Canada. There 
are 100,000 pounds of cheese used 
daily and approximately a pint of 
milk per person per day. 


DAIRY MAGNITUDE 

‘These figures give some indi- 
cation of the magnitude of the 
dairy industry in this country. The 
capital investment represented is 
over $500,000,000. I have found that 
the men in the industry are highly 
{rained and serious minded men 
who are performing a great service 
to their respective communities,” 
Mr. Fraser said-.in conclusion. 

Mr. Fraser is here for the Alberta 
Dairymen’s Association convention 
which opens today in the Macdon- 
ald hotel. At one time he managed 
the Merchants Bank in Edmonton, 
and lived here from 1898 to 1913.

BENNETT IS 
OPPOSED TO 
TRADE PACT 


Opposition Leader Raps 
Liberal Policies in Four- 
Hour Speech 


OTTAWA, Feb. 11—Opposition to 
the Canadian-American trade treaty 
which he believed would be dis- 
astrous to the Dominion, was voic- 
ed in the house of commons last 
night by Conservative Leader 
Bennett. 

In a four-hour § 
speech in which 
hé levelled a 
many-sided ins 
dictment against 
the Mackenzie 
King government 
and its policies, 
the former prime 
minister said Can- wees 
ada gave too 
much for conces- | 
sions won from 
the United States. 
As a matter of 
‘balances, weigh- 
ing ye eet S 2 
againgt disadvan- 
tages, it was a bad B. B. Bennett 
bargain for Canada. 

“This bargain,” declared Mr, Ben- 
nett, while his followers pounded 
their desks in approval, “is against 
my country. It is against Canada. 
It is against its development, its 
future and against everything for 
which we have toiled and sacrificed 
to create.” 

Under no circumstances would 
his government have approved the 
treaty in its present form, Mr. Ben- 
nett said, because it was not pre- 
pared to sacrifice Canada, 


PREMIER TO RESUME 

The Conservative leader, taking 
part in the address debate, was fol- 
lowed for a few minutes by Premier 
King, who will resume Tuesday. 
The prime minister accused Mr. 
Bennett of throwing difficulties in 
the path of the treaty by holding 
back the election and the dissolu- 
tion of parliament in the face of 
United States presidential elections. 

He said if the moment had not 
been scized there would have been 
no treaty at all. 

A full-dress debate on the treaty 
will be held later in the session 
when it comes before the house for 
ratification 


CO-OPERATIVE ENDEAVOR 

As a climax to his speech, the 
Conservative leader referred to 
major difficulties facing Canada. 
Their solution would involve sac- 
rifices and to this end there should 
be community of action. Although 
his followers were few in nume- 
ber, he was prepared to offer their 
knowledge and experience to the 
government in a co-operative en- 
deavor to rid Canada of its prob- 
lems. 

Following were some of the high- 
lights of the Conservative leader's 
speech; 

1—Mr. Benneit advocated com- 
pulsory voting and limiting elec- 
tion costs in constituencies. 

2—He accused the government 
of portraying Canada as a nation 
of repudiators over the oil sanc- 
tions proposal at Geneva and of 
giving moral support and succor to 
Italy, an aggressor nation. 

$83—The charge was made that 
employees of the Robert Simpson 
Co., Ltd., store in Toronto were 
forced to lose six days’ work and 
wages in January and February “in 
order that profits may be satisfac- 
tory.” He asked the commission 
established to investigate the clos- 
ing down of a textile plant in 
Sherbrooke, Que., be enlarged to 
cover the Simpson situation. 

4—He expressed the view the 
textile probe was illegal because it 
touched a single industry in a par- 
ticular province.
